Weather  conditions  all  over  the  country  are  too  variable  to 
permit  the  naming  of  safe  definite  planting  dates  but  generally 
speaking  no  exposed  plantings  should  be  made  until  the  soil  has 
had  the  benefit  of  some  mild  weather.  Nothing  will  be  gained 
in  an  attempt  to  anticipate  this  condition. 

We  give  at  right  suggestions  for  the  depth  of  planting  and 
spacing  of  the  leading  items:
